NEARLY DOUBLED 


Post Office Force Has Big Job on 
it* Hands. Three Extra 
Clerks Employed.

of Mail Matter Make Heavy Work. 


System is Followed. 


Ju st how the local post office 
is 
coping with the great influx of mail, 
occasioned by the presence 
of the 
arm y camp, is a m atter of special in­ 
terest to those directly 
concerned, 
which includes pretty nearly every 
resident in Gettysburg. 
All 
efforts 
are being made to prevent any delay 
in 
handling 
the 
mail, though the 
volume has already doubled, and the 
amount will be much more increased 
with the arrival of the 7500 recruits 
who will be trained here. These are 
coming in every day. 


The 
increase 
in 
the 
mail being 
handled here is principally 
in 
first 
class and parcel post m atter, and the 
proportion of incoming and outgoing 
mail is about the same. The fact that 
so much of the mail is addressed by 
foreigners makes the work specially 
difficult. Some eight or ten different 
languages have already appeared on 
the m atter going through. In addition 
to this there is the general confusion 
caused by the assignment of men to 
commands other than those in which 
they came to Gettysburg. 


For instance a letter addressed to 
“John Smith, 
Company H, 
4th In­ 
fantry" is received. It is sent to (am p 
by the regimental mail orderly of the 
Fourth, who returns it marked “ Not 
in Company H’\ Then another effort 
is made. And possibly it comes back 
again. Some letters have made six 
and eight trips between town and the 
camp before they have finally reach­ 
ed the persons for whom they were 
intended. So much trouble has been 
caused by this assignment of men I 
to other commands that one clerk at 
the post office does nothing hut try 
to locate these floating letters. 
An 
effort is being made to get a complete 
roster of the men in each regiment 
and this will simplify m atters great­ 
ly. 
Three extra clerks have been put 
on at the <Gettysburg post office. All 
the mail is handled in town instead 
of being sent to a camp post office 
which would entail special expense 
and not make 
for 
efficiency. 
Each 
of the six regim ents has a mail order­ 
ly who makes two trips daily each 
way, bringing in the outgoing mail 
and taking out that received. At the 
orderlies’ headquarters they sort out 
the mail and it is then distributed by 
company orderlies. The hospital and 
medical corps get their mail at the j 
General Delivery window a t the Get­ 
tysburg office but all the other mail 
is sent direct to camp. 
Postm aster Duncan and his force 
have a big burden on hand but so far 
have handled it with practically no 
delay or inconvenience to local pa­ 
trons of the office. 


In a fracas 
on 
W est High street 
shortly before noon to-day a soldier 
was badly 
cut 
about the face and 
head, and Lawrence Monroe, a Get­ 
tysburg negro, also sustained cuts 
and bruises. 
No 
arrests had been 
made this afternoon. 
The story, as learned in part from 
Monroe and witnesses, is th a t 
the 
soldier attem pted to get the colored 
man to buy him some liquor. 
When 
the latter refused the soldier swore 
at him and turned to go away. Mon­ 
roe followed and attacked him with 
a knife. They grappled and both cut. 
The soldier suffered the more severe­ 
ly 
though Monroe had to go 
to the 
office 
of 
a physician to have 
his 
wounds dressed. 
People living along the street took 
the soldier into a house and washed 
his wounds, afte r which he went on 
his way without leaving his name. 
The affair created quite a lot 
of 
excitement 
for the time, 
and 
one 
woman, who saw part of it, fainted 
as a result, hut was revived without 
much difficulty.

Mr. and Mrs. Ziegler were both en­ 
gaged in loading the hay on the w ag­ 
on, Mrs. Ziegler being

one approached the wagon unseen and 
walked directly under the side and

started was 
knocked down 
by the extending hay.

Approximately five miles of G ettys­ 
burg borough streets are to be oiled at 
the earliest possible date. Town coun­ 
cil last evening authorized a commit­ 
tee composed of 
Messrs. Funkhouser, 
McDonnell, 
and Swift to 
direct the 
work and to determine on what streets 
the oiling 
should he done. 
The b r ­ 
ough will pay the bill and those per­ 
sons 
who have already turned 
over 
money for oiling will have it refunded. 
It is estimated that the cost will be 
in the neighborhood of $2500. 
If the 
case now in Court is decided favorably 
the expense on Chambersburg and 
Baltimore streets will lie paid by the 
State, hut the borough will go ahead 
without w aiting for this decision, the 
1 State having given assurance th a t set­ 
tlement 
will he 
made later, 
if the 
Court's action w arrants it. 


With 
the committee above 
named 
rests the selection of the streets to re­ 
ceive the treatm ent of oil. It was s ta t­ 
ed this morning 
by Mr. Funkhouser 
that Baltimore, W ashington, Carlisle, 
York, 
and 
Chambersburg 
streets 
w’ould he oiled, and that the commit­ 
tee would decide on what other streets 
traffic was sufficiently heavy, and the

The highway committee is putting 
into condition various streets of town, 
filling the holes with stone and binder 
and they will continue to do this work, 
but the new committee will attend to 
the oiling.

New Men Arrive Daily.

Rousing southern tunes, played to 
lively march time, announced the ap­ 
proach of the Fourth Infantry this 
morning on its second march through 
Gettysburg. With the regiment were 
many of the new recruits. 
Colonel Hatch and his staff led the

caps. They showed in other ways than 
their dress that they were brand new, 
for many made no attem pt to keep in 
step and even a line of four could not 
keep even. Their carriage was also far 
different from that of the Regulars 
with whom they marched hut it’s a 
safe wager that a few days after they 
are in uniform anti training it will 
be difficult to tell them from 
the 
others. 
Some of the many victims of ivy 
poisoning were in line. One of these 
had his head so thoroughly swathed 
in bandages that hardly any part of 
the face was visible. The camp has 
had almost an epidemic of poisoning 
from the ivy, and eyes art* swollen 
shut, arm s sore, and other parts of 
the body infected. The doctors 
are 
doing everything possible 
to 
allay 
the suffering and to warn the men as 
to the varieties of the vine to shun. 
In the line were noted many who 
wore red cords about their hats in­ 
stead of the regulation blue of the 
infantry. These are the men who were 
transferred last week from the coast 
artillery to the infantry and do not 
yet have their new equipment. They 
have been added to the Fourth. The 
regiment is minus two-thirds of the 
men it brought here but the places 
made vacant by the transfers to the 
new Fifty Eighth and Fifty Ninth 
are being rapidly filled and it will 
not he many weeks 
before 
it will 
again approach its war-time strength.

Arguments 
that the State 
would 
save 
hundreds of thousands
